Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
, The fonow.ng is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 1 -U. ,3 -22. 24. 28 -41. and 5. are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Wingate (US-4.480,3 12). 

3. ,n regards ,0 Claims 1. 4, 5, 8- 10. 13. 20, 21. 24. 31 - 34, 40. and 51. Wrngate discloses 
circuitry for signal measurement comprising a signal input generated by sensors, a 
microprocessor (Fig. 1), and an oscillator, wherein the oscillator is operable to generate a puise 
signal, the ftequency of which is a t^ncion of amplitude of a firs, signal (Fig. 2B. Column 4. 
U„es 49 - 52). and then supply .he pulse signal ,0 .he microprocessor, and wherein the 
microprocessor is operable to measure the fVe,uency of Ure pulse signal by comparing the pulse 
signal wid, a timing signal (Column 4. lines 53 - 56; Column 5. lines 4-15). 

4. ,„ regards to Claim 2. Wingate discloses circuitry containmg all the elements described 
above wherein it is inherent that a Uming signal is in .he form of a .imrng window. 

Wingate discloses circuitry containing all the 
e,emen.s described above, wherein .he puise signal is countable by a counter (Column 4. Imes 49

elenrems described above, tofter comprising a iimer. wherein .he .in,e comprises a capacitor.

measurements to supply to the microprocessor (MPEP 2144.03). 

,2. Claims 25 - 27, and 43 - 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. .03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wingate (US-4,480,312) in view of the Applicant's admitted prior art. 
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n. In regards ,o Claims 25 - 27. and 43 - 50, Wingate discloses arcuitry specifleally for 
measuring .empera.ure. but fails ,o teach replacing the temperature sensors with sensors 
designed to be responsive to other stimulus. It ,s well known in .he art that a large array of 
sensors work in a manner that is compatible with the system taught by Wtngate. specifically 
generating an output voltage that correlates to varying levels of stimulus created by an 
environment. 

,4. Further, the Applicant has disclosed that it desirable to use alarm circuitry to monitor a 
plurality of different environmental stimuli (Page 1. paragraph 2 -Page 5, paragraph 3). wherein 
sensors are included in the alarm circuitry. 

,5 Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one otordinary skill in the art at the time the
